War  Pood  Administration  during  July  and  August  from  govS'nSenli^^  reserves  of  food- 
stuffs not  immediately  needed  for  war  requirements,  "bought  to  support  producer 
prices,  or  released  in  the  process  of  turning  stocks. 

Charles       Smith,  western  regional  WA  director  of  food  distribution,  said 
today  that  eggs  v;ere  the  principal  product  sold  during  the  two  months,  accounting 
for  57  percent  of  the  total  sales  of  $7,095,862.  or  more-  thaja  four  million  dollars 
The  eg^s  were  bought  by  -/FA  during  the  heavy  production  season  to  support  prices 
to  farmers,  as  directed  by  Congress. 

Of  the  remaining  foods  sold,  canned  and  dried  fruits  and  vegetables  made  up 
20  percent  of  the  sales,  meat  3  percent^  grain  products  7  percent,  fats  and  oils 
1  percent,  and  a  variety  of  commodities  including  canned  salmon,  coffee  beans 
and  sugar         another  10  percent,    keat  involved  was  chiefly  of  utility  grade 
beef  sold  to  the  trade  in  l^ew  York  and  other  northeastern  cities.  Smith  said. 

All  of  the  government-held  foods  except  eggs  and  small  out-of-condition  or 
out-^of-position  lots  were  offered  for  sale  first  to  their  original  processors  and 
packers.    Plemaining  quantities  were  then  offered  to  processors  of  the  same  com- 
modity, and  in  some  Ca.ses  to  wholesalers.     Smith  said  this  re-distribution  pro- 
cedure followed  standard  WA  practice  of  using  established  trade  channels  and  pro- 
tecting markets. from  "dumping,".  .  . 


FOODS  OFFSBSD  FOR  SALS- — The  Var  Food  Administration  today  offered  to  sell 
600,000  bags  of  dry  edible  beans,  1,498  bags  of  pea  flour,  and  more  than  1,347 
tons  of  1942-crop  raisins. 

Although  the  Wk  does  not  have  a  surplus  of  dry  beans,  spokesmen  said, 
it  is  offering  an  initial  lot  of  600,000  hundred-pound  bags  to  meet  civilian

The  1,498  hundred-pound  bags  of  pea  flour  are  for  sale  to  feed  millers 
'and  grain  merchants • for  livestock  and  poultry  feed.  The  flour  was  made  as  an 
experiment  to . find  • uses  for  dry  wrinkled  beans  bought  under  the  WPA  price 

•"^support  program*    Tests  showed  the. flour  unfit  for  human  consumption,  but  suit- 
able for  mixing  with  animal  feed*  ,  The.  flour  is  located  at  Chicago. 

Following  a  previous  offer  to  original  packers,  about  1,347  tons  of  seeded 
and  seedless  raisins  are  now  offered  for  gale  by  VTFA  to  wholesale  grocers,  food 
chain  stores,, bakery  supply  houses  and  other  normal  trade  outlets.  The  raisins 
are  Thompson  se©d.l^«s"and  seeded  M\;i^c,ats.  •  They  will  be  sold  at  processors*  1943 

•civilian  ceiling  prices  plus  freight:  .to  present  locationi  with  WFA  paying  freight 
within  a  400  mile  radius  of  each  locatlojl.  ■' '

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VFA  CMFED  FOOD  PAYMSNT  PROGEAJyi  EXTE^TDSD  The  WFA  equalization  payment  program 

for  certain  canned  vegetables  has  been  amended  to  cover  canned  green  pea  soup 
and  canned  tomato  soup  made  from  fresh  green  peas  and  fresh  tomatoes,  according 
to  Donald  il..  Wilcox,  .regional  supervisor  of  the  V/TA  Office  of  Distribution  fruit 
and  vegetable  branch.. 

Payments  will  be  made  to. -certified  cpiiners  on  the  basis  of  eligible  sales 
of  designated  vegetables,  and  designated  canned'  foods  produced  therefrom,  which 
are  made  from  Mr.=  rch  1,  1^44  to  April  30,  1945, '  inclusive. 

Details  of  the  amended  agreement  between  canners  and  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  and  the  method  of  applying  for  payment  will  be  available  soon, 
spokesmen  said.

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WIITE  I^iAKSRS  KAY  USB  CONCORDS— -WA  has  removed  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
Concord  grapes  for  manufacture  of  alcoholic  products  containing  7  percent  or 
more  alcohol  by  volume,  under  an  ajnendment  to  War  Pood  Order  69.2  effective 
September  20. 

Under  WO  69.2  each  winery  was  limited  to  use  of  a  q_uantity  of  Concord 
grapes  not  exceeding  80  percent  of  the  amount  made  into  wine  and  similar  pro- 
ducts during  the  1942  season.    The  nev;  action  removes  this  limitation. 
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KFA  OFFERS  GAMFED  PEAS  The  ¥ar  Food  Aoministration  will  sell  original  pro-^ 

cessors  119,148  cases  of  canned  peas,  24  No.  2  cans  to  the  case,  and  11,967 
Cases  packed  6  No.  10  cans  to  the  case. 

This  is  an  initial  offer  on  approximately  555,000  cases  of  peas  iDeing 
released  from  government  holdings  to  the  civilian  trade  "because  they  are  no 
longer  needed  for  war  agency  requirements.    Additional  quantities  will  he 
released  as  soon  as  condition  and  grade  have  "been  determined. 

Among  the  original  vendors  receiving  offers  of  sale  are  the  California 
Packing  Corporation,  San  Francisco  (1,835  cases),  and  the  Idaho  Canning 
Company,  Payette,  Idaho  (8,068  cases)*
